Bishops and Preachers Send 
Appeal to Their Race, 


Washington, March 18.—The Roose- 
velt headquarters today gave out a 
statement prepared at a conference of 
negro ministers in Washington, claim- 
ing to represent 400,000 negro voters, 
declaring for Mr. Roosevelt as _ the 
“friend of the negroes.” The state- 
ment ts signed by Bishops J. S. Cald- 
well, of Phidadelphia; A\. J. Warner, 
of Tennessee; G. L Blackwell, of In- 
dianapolis; KE. Tyree, of Nashville, and 
G. W. Clinton, of Charlotte, N. C., and 
by over thirty negro ministers from 
various cities. 

Petition to Negro Voters. 
petition, addressed 
voters, urges them to do all 
to aid in Colonel Roosevelt’s nomina- 
tion, “and do all you can to compass 
the defeat of William H, Taft. who 
thinks that 10,000 negroes should ac- 
cept his appointment of an assistant 
attorney general and a collector of 
customs as a panacea for his degrad- 
ing southern policy.” 

“If these negro bishops and minis- 
ters are correct in their signed state- 
ment that the colored voters will not 
support Mr. Taft if he is nominated,” 
said Senator Dixon, in a statement to- 
night, it means the certain loss of the 
fifteen electoral votes in Indiana, 29 
in IHinots, 18 in Missouri, 3 in Dela- 
ware, 8 tn West Virginia, 24 in Ohio, 
10 in Kansas and 8 in Maryland.

LOBBYISTS THICK 
AS BLACKBERRIES 


Lharse Made in Debate on 
Water Power Measure, 


Washington, March 13.—After 
charges had been made that a. powerful 
lojwby was at work to procure the 
adoption of the bill, the house today 
defeated, 98 to 27. a measure permit- 
ting the Hydro-Electric :Company, a 
water-power corporation, to lay a pipe 
line across part of the Mono National 
Forest reservation in California. Those 
opposed to the bill declared it affected 
the laws governing the national do- 
main and would result in virtually 
nullifying them. The ‘‘water-power 
trust,’ it was charged, was behind the 
legislation. 

Vietims of the Lobby. 

Minority Leader Mann, Representa- 
tives Lever of South Carolina, James 
of Kentucky, Lenroot of Wiscon- 
sin, an Cooper of Michigan were 
among those who openly declared that 
they had been victims of the work of 
a “lobby.” Representative Mann said 
that he had been inundated by letters 
and telegrams and annoyed by high- 
priced lawyerre in an effort to influ- 
ence him. Mr. Lever displayed a tel- 
egram from a firm in his state asking 
him to withdraw his opposition to the 
bill. The cost of the telegram, he 
said, was $4090. 

“The people behind this bill,” 
Mr. Mann, “have spent thousands up- 
on thousands of dollars in lobbying 
and in trying to induce this house.to 
break down the law that Keeps goyv- 
ernment property in the Keeping of 
the government. Such actions as we

To_Force Lobbyists te Register. 


Representative C. B. Smith, of New 
Ydérk, contended that “lobbyists were 
as thick as blackberries,” and intro- 
duced a bill to compel every “counsel 
or agent’ of corporations, firms or in- 
dividuals seeking congressional legis- 
lation to register with both’ houses of 
congress on December 1 of each year, 
with heavy fine and imprisonment as 
penalty for failure to comply.

New York Central's Crack Flyer! Setback for Government in Pros- 


Wrecked Near Poughkeepsie 


Thirteen Persons Injured When 
Twentieth Century Limited 
Left Track and Rolled Into 
River—Thick Ice on River 
Prevented a Horror. 


N. Y., March 13.— 
Thirteen persons injured, several se- 
verely, but none, it is believed, mor- 
tally, sums up the night's casualties 
caused by 
tion of the southbound Twentieth Cen- 
tury limited, the New York Central's 
crack flyer, a mile south of Hyde Park, 
near this city, this morning. 

Rushing behind schedule at an esti- 
mated speed of sixty miles an houf, 
and rounding a curve close by the 
banks of the Hudson, the train struck 
a broken rail and five cars left the 
track and plunged down an embank- 
ment and into the ice-covered river. » 

Saved by Thick Ice. 

The thick ice coating of the stream 
acted as a check to the rush of the 
cars and kept them from sliding into 
deep water, while the steel construc- 
tion of the coaches probably prevented 
a far worse disaster. Had the river 
been free of ice the derailed cars 
probably would have gone into deep 
water and many persons been 
drowned. As it was, the ice held the 
cars, but water entered some of the 
sleepers to the depth of the lower 
berths and gave many of the sleeping 
passengers an icy bath. 

All the passengers in the cars in the 
river were rescued without great dif- 
ficulty. Planks were run out to the 
car windows and passengers made 
their way to shore over these impro- 
vised bridges. 

Those of the injured that were un- 
able to help themselves were carried 
out, and all those requiring 
attention were placed on board other 
trains and rushed to New York city. 

The train was running in two sec- 
tions, the second section was but ten 
minutes behind the first, and the 
wreck of the first had set a danger- 
ous trap for it.. Frank Lee, conductor 
of the wrecked train, however, stepped 
into the breach and saved aq second 
possible disaster. Lee was in the rear 
of the observation car when the wreck 
occurred and was pinned underneath 
some seats. Hig head was badly cut 
and he was otherwise bruised. but he 
managed to extricate himself, and, 
bleeding as he ‘was from his injuries, 
ran back and flagged the second sec- 
tion,

Senate Adopts Amendment to 
Neutrality Laws Which Will 
Put Quietus on “Gun Run- 
ners’”’—Taf:. Asked for the 
Adoption of Amendment. 


Washington, March 13.—Revolutions, 
filibustering, expeditions or the pro- 
motion of domestic violence in any 
country in Pan-America hereafter may 
not hope for war supplies of any de- 
scription from the United States. 

This principle, proclaimed today in a 
concurrent resolution, adopted by the 
senate at the instance of President 
Taft, is practically certain to be passed 
by the house tomorrow. 

Though aimed primarily to meet the 
inadequacies of the present neutrality 
laws, to which the Mexican govern- 
ment called the president's attention, 
the resolution, when put into effect, 
will empower President Taft to pro- 
hibit at his discretion, through the 
issuance of a proclamation, the expor- 
tation of ammunitions of war to any 
country with which the United States 
is at peace,

Stopping the Loopholes, 

Loopholes for the violation of neu- 
trality laws admittedly are many and 
professional promoters of revolutions 
in Latin-America, through varying de- 
vices, have succeeded in evading the 
Statutes. To eradicate this, the presi- 
dent told members of the senate for- 
elgn relations committee and the Tex- 
as congressional delegation early today 
that he required discretionary author- 
ity to rule upon individual cases or 
it would be difficult to maintain peace 
hereafter in Pan-America. 

Senator Root Immediately framed a 
resolution to give to the president 
comprehensive power and unanimously 
the senate passed the measure. To 
the Mexican rebels who captured Jua- 
rez recently with the sole purpose of 
possessing a port of entry through 
which they might import arms unre- 
strietedly, the resolution will prove a 
stubborn obstacle. Today’s action is: 
a departure from the policy of the 
United States during the Madero revo- 
lution when ports of entry held by the 
rebels received arms and ammunitions 
if regularly consigned to mrchants. 

But One Argument Used. 

Senator Root used but one argument 
in favor of breaking the precedent, 
however; that thousands of Americans 
in Mexico were fleeing from their 
homes there, imperiled by the very 
arms which had been’ shipped into 
that country by Americans. 

Major General Wood, chief of staff 
of the army, declared tonight that 
probably a larger body patrol would 
be required to enforce the letter of 
the new measure. The department of 
justice will exercise close. scrutiny 
upon all exports of arms from this 
country and it Is believed unlawful] 
shipments will be taken hereafter at 
points of origin. 

PASSAGE OF ARMS MENACE 
TO MEXICAN GOVERNMENT 

Mexico City, March 13.—Members of 
the European diplomatic corps here 
see in the free Passage of arms 
through the city of Juarez the great- 
est menace to Mexico. They criticise 
today the failure of Washington to 
find a means to prevent the traffic, 
according to one of the diplomats ac- 
credited to Mexico. 

He declares it is not only a menace 
on account of the rebellion, but be- 
cause the Inundation of arms is bound 
to spread through the republic, and its 
effects will be felt for years to come. 

All the foreign diplomats here are 
alarmed, the spokesman declared, be- 
cause the danger is as great to other 
foreigners as to citizens of the United 
States,

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OVER A VOLCANO? 


Fear Expressed That Gigantic 
Work at Panama May 
Be Destroyed. 


—— 


New York, March 13.—The statement 
that a sleeping volcano, dormant for 
many centuries, is threatening the 
safety of the Panama canal, is made in 
Special dispatches from Colon, publish- 
ed here today. The volcano is said to 
underlie the Culebra cut, and it is stat- 
ed that “the report of the division én- 


— at Culebra is rather pessimis- 
.." 


The fear of voleanic trouble had its 
Origin in the fact that clouds of steam 
and blue smoke have been rising from 
newly turned ground. Every drill hole 
in the affected area is tested with a 
thermometer before dynamite ts put in, 
to prevent a premature axpldsion. 

The division engineer reports on the 
phenomenon in part as follows: 

“Three weeks ago I noticed that the 
material at the locality described, 
Which consisted of a stratified sedi- 
mentary rock, among which there ap- 
peared some lignite of a low grade, 
was sending up a thin cloud of white 
steam or vapor. I examined the spot 
and found that the entire mass was 
heated to a considerable temperature. 

“Steam was escaping from numerous 
small openings, af from four principal 
vents. The  siG#s_=§ of two of the 
vents were encrusted with white and 
yellow powdered material, the yellow 
appearing to be sulphur. 

“Within the pas&gst five davs, there has 
been quite a change in two {mportant 
characteristics, The temperature has 
increased, and a pale blue smoke, in- 
stead of steam, is now emerging from 
the vents. The odor of sulphuric acid, 
which was very marked when only 
steam was emerging, is fully as mark- 
ed today. To give an idea 0h 
perature of the larger vent a 
nine-inch brown manila envelope and 
held it at the mouth of the largest vent 
}for three seconds, when it was de- 
stroyed. although it did not ignite In 
flame. 

“T then took a piece of white pine 

covering of a dynamite box adn held 
it for three minutes within the mouth 
of the largest vent and on withdrawing 
it it was completely charred, so that 
another three or four minutes exposure 
probably would have carbonized it en- 
tirely.’’ 
. The canal commission's geologist de- 
cClares the steam and smoke are due 
only to the oxidation of pyrites, and 
have no volcanic significance.

The president says that the informa- 
tion collected by the department of 
state is a permanent contribution 
the history of the efforts of producers 
and consumers to solve for themselves 
the economic problems of production, 
distribution and consumption. If the 
co-operative associations which have 
been in existence for half a century 
have not been able to determine the 
fundamental causes of the increased 
cost of living or to retard the advance, 
the student of social progress may at 
least derive instruction from the ac- 
count of the associations and their 
influence on the well-being of their 
members, 

The president also calls attention to 
his message of February 2, in which he 
recommended an international commis- 
| sion to Jook into the cause for the high 
prices of the necessities of Ifo and the 
possible remedies. Should such a com- 
mission be authorized. by congress, he 
says, the relation vf the co-cperative 
societies to this subject would be of 
great interest.
